On September 4, 1968, MI T-5 advised that 


subject was in attendance at the wedding of the daughter ks 
of Milwaukee LCN menber[ along with the o z 
entire Milwaukee LCN members. E 


On December 16, 1968, MI T-5 advised that 
subject was in attendance at the funeral and wake of JOHN 
ALIOTO, Milwaukee LCN member, along with many of the other 
members of the Milwaukee LCN family. 


On February 12, 1969, MI T-6 advised that subject 
was in attendance at the wake of Milwaukee LCN member CHARLES 
ZARCONE on January 31, 1969.

On June 3, 1969, MI T-8 advised that a "victory 
party" would be held during the early evening of June 8, 
1969, at Sally's Steak House, Knickerbocker Hotel, for 
FRANK PETER BALISTRIERI celebrating recent Supreme Court 
decision remanding the income tax conviction of BALISTRIERI's 
back to the District Court for additional hearings. Source 
advised as of that date, several of the older members of the 
Milwaukee LCN, including the subject, did not receive 
invitations to this party and this caused quite a bit of 
consternation among them. 


On September 12, 1969, MI T-9 advised that 

members of the Milwaukee LCN family who were dissatisfied 
with the leadership of FRANK BALISTRIERI continue to grow 
and the idea of having a group of these members visit TONY 
ACCARDO, Chicago LCN family, for the purpose of determining 
if he could get BALISTRIERI to reunite the family in Milwaukee 
or step down is increasing. Source advised that subject was 
a member of this group who were in favor of going to Chicago. 
Ihis group, of which the subject is a member, wanted | 
BALISTRIERI disposed as a leader due to the fact he shows 
no respect to members of the family and refused to call 
meetings. They wished to decide on their own boss and felt 
that ACCARDO would be the man to be contacted due to his 
Sicilian background and being still considered by the older 
Er of the Milwaukee family as the boss of the Chicago 
amily. 


On October 8, 1969, MI T-7 advised that the older 
members of the Milwaukee LCN family had been discussing making 
a trip to Chicago to confer with TONY ACCARDO for the removal 
of BALISTRIERI as boss of the Milwaukee family. Source advised 
that the subject was one of the main forces in this movement.

On September 11, 1970, MI T-6 advised that 
subject had attended the wake held in Milwaukee for the 
mother of FRANK SANSONE who had died in Cleveland, Ohio. 


On November 13, 1970, MI T-7 advised that 
subject along with many other members of the LCN family, 
were in attendance at the wake and funeral of JOSEPH AIELLO, 
'considered to be the boss of the Madison LCN family who 
died on November 7, 19/0. ' 


On March 5, 1971, MI T-7 advised that 
subject was observed in attendance with other LCN members 
at the wake of JOSEPH BALISTRIERI, father of Milwaukee LCN 
boss FRANK BALISTRIERI. 


On May 28, 1971, MI T-2 advised that the subject 
attended the funeral of Rockford LCN member PHIL CANNELLA 
on May 15, 1971. 


On June 7, 1971, MI T-2 advised that he had 
received information to the effect that the subject and his 
wife intend to visit Prizzi, Sicily, during July, 1971. 


On December 2, 1971, MI T-4 advised the subject 
was seen in attendance at the wake of the wife of deceased 
Milwaukee LCN member TONY ALBANO who died in Milwaukee on 
December 1, 1971. |
